It's almost spring and the nation’s 
laying flocks are determinedly pur 
suing the business of producing mil 
lions of eggs. To the consumer, this 
means a good time to buy plenty 
of nutrition-in-the-shell. Here are 
some marketing and serving guides 
Buying: Several qualities of eggs 
are available in most markets. The 
United State Department of Ag 
riculture grades them as AA, A, B 
and C. This is a guide to outside ap 
pearance and interior quality. The 
AA and A grades are best for poach 
ing. frying and cooking in the shell 
Lower grade ire fine for scram 
bling and combining with other 
foods as in’ baking. Variou izes 
wailable in each quality cate 
lhe size and the color of the 
shell do not affect nutritive value 
or cooking performance 
Care: Alwa buy eggs from re 
frigerated display cases and trans 
fer them to your home refrigerator 
as quickly as possible. Eggshells are 
porous and easily absorb odors and 
flavors from other foods. Store 
them, unwashed, in a covered con 
tainer im the retrigerator 
tes can be kept for several days 
if tightly covered and refrigerated. 
Keep leftover yolks in a covered 
container in the refrigerator with a 
little cold water over them.

vho may employ an expert on such matters. Otherwise, you might 


find yourself hooked to a building where termites had been in resi 


dence long before you came by to purchase all they had left-—a 
shell about as sturdy as dust. And if, after much soul-searching, the 
expert advises that you'd do better to let nature take its course with 
the relic and to start from serateh, don’t be unyielding. At least, 


get another appraisal: if that’s in the same vein, better take heed 


n the other hand, if you're given reasonable assurance that 


the structure is usable to the extent of your ideas, then take 
still further precaution in the form of an option to purchase (gen 
erally five percent of the purchase price). But make the option 
contingent upon your getting a mortgage to cover both purchase 
unless, of course, 


and remodeling your pockets are bulging with 


money and you always have sufficient quantities of cash on hand. 


ow extensive will your remodeling be and what will it cost? 
he latter depends on whether you plan to do all, or part of 
the work yourself or to contract for a finished job, Many people are 
financially compelled to do much of their own work, Others may 
enjoy doing it and may want to learn more. But here they have to 
or how little 


decide just how much time they can give. If you 


are one of them and your chateau calls for major structural 
changes and the skills of « xperienced hands, take care not to bite 
off more than you can chew. Do-it-yourself remodeling may run far 
longer than you anticipated. And many an otherwise valuable em- 
ployee has been known to fall asleep at his desk because the strain 
of his two jobs—regular work, plus afterhours carpentering—was 
more than one ordinary mortal could endure. Even a normally 
tranquil relationship between man and wife can reach the hissing 
stage, especially if they are forced to live where they’re remodel- 


ing, in the midst of irritating clutter.

Like many young apartment-dwelling couples, Dorothy and Louis Chesanek, of 
New York City, didn’t really feel squeezed for space until the arrival of their 
first baby. Canny shoppers for property, they combed the near countryside 
When a 365-acre estate in Connecticut was split up, the Chesaneks considered 
it a real buy and committed themselves to a four-acre portion that included the 
“house” they have remodeled. Fifty some years ago the building was a stable, 
with servants’ quarters above. Later, the stable was converted into a garage, 
but the entire thing, at the time the Chesaneks bought it, had stood for years 
in total disuse.

The versatile vine |< 


Enhancer, camouflager and gymnast, 


it carries its flowers part way to heaven 





l 
e are accustomed to our flowers in the fields, meadows, beds and often on 
bushes, but to see great lavender clusters of wisteria gently trailing from 
the tipmost rim of the chimney of a three-story house, or a trumpet vine 
| spread like a flaming blanket over a second-story roof can take you into 
| inother dimension! This leads your gardening projects into une xplored realms and pro 
| 
| vides horticultural excitement in new and different areas geographically ireas that are 
literally part way to heaven! With flowering vines you actually add a sense of spacious 
ness to your home. Climbing beauty appears to increase the size of any small garden 
Grow at least one blossoming vine—or perhaps all nine deseribed here, Each one is so 
spectacular, so tempting that you may want to find a place for all of them 
First, their advantages and uses: A lush and floriferous vine will shelter a porch 
terrace, breezeway, pergola or garden house, and help create privacy. Vines soften the 
| harsh lines of undesirable buildings, break up too-large wall spaces and smooth angular 


corners. If pruned creatively, they enhance good walls and fences by forming interest 
ing patterns over them, and they conceal bad ones if allowed to grow into a tangle. Don't 
hesitate to prune all vines, they are the better for it; only thus can you shape them 
After they reach the third story this may be difficult, but by then you don’t care. Other 
advantages of vines are that they provide lots of greenery, flowers and effect in pro- 
portionately very small ground area. They are ideal for the tiny garden. The ones men- 
tioned here are perennial; all will last a lifetime, require a minimum of care and upkeep, 
and are insect-free. There’s always some situation in every garden for a vine or two 
One appealing idea is to border the vegetable garden with six-foot-high cedar posts 


standing eight feet apart. On these a number of flowering vines will prove most decora 


tive and, as they thrive, grow lovelier each year gx

To plant a vine, prepare the soil deeply. Ideal planting time is spring or fall. Dig 
a hole three times as large as the root ball and open up the bottom of the hole to as- 
sure good drainage. Since you'll not be down that way again, enrich it with manure 
and compost. Water as you fill in with dirt. If you are using several vines along a 
fence, a wall or pergola, plant them eight feet apart. Set them out at least one foot 
from object to be climbed for better root action. Before you plant vines, give thought 
to what they will climb on. A trellis? Heavy wire? Cedar posts? Hooks out from the 
wall? Or are they just to tumble? Whichever it is, make certain to plan ahead. 

Bittersweet (Celastrus scandens) is not only a familiar favorite, but exceptionally 
hardy and easy to grow. It is a kind of slow horticultural version of the Indian rope 
trick, It often twines around itself, weaving a slim stem into a thick ropelike stalk nearly 
as thick as a tree. For this trait, bittersweet is sometimes called the Staff Tree: also, per- 
haps, because it was the staff of life to the American Indians who depended on its berries 
if the maize crop failed. This hardy climber will thrive in all soils, prefers sun, is a 
rampant grower, will rush up any nearby tree, house or pole in sight, or make its own 
rope. It just has to grow, and fast. If it twines around the trunk of a small tree, it may 
well strangle it in the process. It will also tumble with grace over a stone wall or bank, 
and will behave on a trellis or heavy wire, where you can prune it within bounds. There 
is a special Chinese variety, Celastrus Loeseneri, rare and newly-imported, that is the 
surest and most prolific sort known, The berries form solidly up and 
down the vine. In the fall when the leaves of the bittersweet turn a lovely, 


translucent pale gold, yellow fruits open (Continued on page 127]

Meanwhile, she’s busy spreading the craft among friends, for, however tradi- 
tional rug-hooking may appear, it offers special advantages to the modern woman: with 
out requiring her to be an artist, rug-hooking fulfills a woman’s deep, personal need to 
be creative, a need too often stifled by today’s mechanical world. The rug-maker’s imag- 
ination is limitlessly free to work as it will, but help is available from modern sources 

ready-drawn patterns, magazine ideas, commercial fabrics, even wallpaper design. 
Her finished rug has the individuality of a handmade objec t, is useful as well as decora- 
tive, has enduring value. It could, like some predecessors, outlast the floor it lies on 
Besides all that hooking is inexpensive to start, grows on you and—best of all—becomes 


more fun the more you hook. You'll soon think of it as a “new way of life 


Rug-hooking lends itself excellently to group activity. (Several people can work the 
same rug without its showing.) And if the lady has found association with women’s 
groups distressing in the past, she’s likely to notice a difference among rug-hookers. 
Background, age, size and shape are all put aside; friendships are based upon one thing, 
haring. A free exchange of help and ideas—perhaps even clothes off the back, provid-

Hookers today are putting modern touches upon the august craft. Though loyal to 
traditional patterns they re updating them with brighter, better and, thanks to modern 
dyes, long-lasting colors. Some craftswomen are developing imaginatively new and wry 
patterns, suc h as Jonah and the whale (see next page) And a few are exploring the tex- 


tures, hues and free forms of modern painting—in wool.

lo start, all you need is a hook (get a standard rug hook with wooden handle that fits 


your hand), needle and thread, scissors, tacks and some burlap or monk’s cloth (about 


$1 a yard) for backing. And, of course, you'll need short strips of yarn or cloth, prefer- 


ably wool, for its durability and body. If you use yarn, ask for regular “rug yarn”; 


thinner strands will take much more yarn—and time. If you use wool cloth, choose a 
fabric of medium weight and firm weave, then cut it into short, narrow strips. About 6 
or 7 inches make a convenient length; between 4 and '4 inch, a convenient width. 
(The heavier the fabric, the narrower the strip, so that it can be drawn easily through 
the backing.) Later, you may want to invest in a wool-cutting machine that helps you 
make strips. Cost: about $15 If you can’t find enough cloth in your sewing basket, 
closets or local thrift shops, order remnants from woolen mills, blanket manufacturers 


or hooked-rug suppliers. A list of sources is given at the end of this article 


Then, draw your design on the burlap or monk’s cloth backing with a laundry-mark- 
ing pen (available from the dime store). If you don’t want to draw directly on the bur- 
lap, first sketch the design on paper the same size as the rug Transfer the design by 
tracing it over carbon paper. You can also back the original lines with black crayon 
then press them onto the burlap with a hot iron. You may also obtain a perforating 
wheel from some sewing shops, which will cut a series of slits into the pattern, Then 
when you lay it over the background and retrace the outline with a pen, you obtain a 


dot-and-dash reproduction of the design. Choose the method that seems easiest to you.

AMILY TREH?

e are generally pleased to ignore lineage in everything ex- 
cept ourselves, unless we happen to be buying ourselves a puppy. No 
matter how shy and scrawny he may be, we still expect him to produce 
a pedigree of five impece able generations, a thing that few of us born 
outside of a royal house can possibly do But right there our interest 
in genealogy ends. For example, we accept food as though it had 
leaped fully garnished from the heads of Escoffier, Oscar and Betty 
Crocker. A spontaneous manifestation: one minute there were no 
chocolate eclairs, the next minute there were. We never look at the 
long line of distinguished ancestors, the many slow steps of develop 
ment and improvement that lead from the first, often accidental, be 
ginnings of a recipe down to present-day short-cuts and simplified 
methods for preparing it. We also look upon each dish that we learn 
to prepare as an isolated accomplishment and forget to look at all its 
relatives, sisters and cousins and aunts on the family tree. 

All cooking, in a sense, is a group of variations on an unexpectedly 
small number of basic themes. Most cooks do not realize how much 
more they know about cooking than they ever suspected. The quickest 
way to learn to be a cook is to study each family tree and learn the 
Mother recipe, the Adam and Eve at the top of the page. It is not 
enough just to read the basic method and then prepare it haphazardly. 
The Mother recipe should be learned in all its ramifications down to 
the smallest, apparently insignificant detail. There is no step in the 
preparation of a sound basic recipe that does not have a good reason 
behind it, usually a reason discovered by our betters. The cook whois

and accordingly, not to say boringly, repeats it over and over again, 
should study the family tree and discover that recipes for gnocchi, a 
cheese pudding and cheese puffs lie hidden in the souffle recipe. All 
she has to do is prepare the same mixture and use it as a base for a 
steamed pudding or for a poached gnocchi dish, With family tree in 
hand, she will suddenly turn into a versatile cook with an enor- 


mous repertoire and no boredom or dull repetition at her table. 


The perfect example of two really blue-blooded desserts are the 
aris Brest and Saint Honore, which descend in formal order of suc 
cession from the paste which the French call Pate a Choux. We call 
it Chou Paste, and the central Europeans call it Brandteig, which 
means burned dough, which in effect it is. The same paste that is 
used to create Religieuses, a pretty concoction if ever there was one 
is also used for the lowly cocktail puff or the little pastry bubbk 
that the French like to float on their clear soups. The same past 
makes that dream come true, the Beignets Souffles that restaurant 
like to make such a to-do about and charge so much extra for 
although they are actually so easily made out of what was left over 
from the eclairs.

And if you would like to titillate special dinner 
guests—as I did mine recently—with something their cook would 
never think of (which may be why they employ her), make little 
balls of cold, mashed potatoes mixed with slivered almonds, roll 
them in bread-crumbs, fry them in butter to a crusty brown and float 
one or two in each cup of consomme. They were titillated, all right, 
will you be.
